REPORT. 


Again the close of the year comes round and the committee’s re- 
port is called for which is herewith respectfully submitted. 


TEACHERS. 


There has been an unusual number of changes in the teachers of 
our schools during the past year, only one Division and that No. 1, 
having retained the same teacher through the year, Miss Ida M. 
Slack. 

In Division No. 2 the spring term was taught by Miss Kimball 
who was obliged to resign at the close of that term on account of 
sickness in her family, and the fall and winter terms were taught by 
Miss Perkins, of Nahant. 

In Division No. 3, the spring term and between three and four 
weeks of the fall term were taught by Miss Sanderson, of Stratham, 
who then resigned to accept a position as teacher in Portsmouth ; 
the remainder of the term was taught by Miss Emma Webster, of 
East Kingston, who it was hoped might remain the rest of the year, 
but as she was unable to do so Mrs. Hilliard, of Kingston, a former 
resident of the district, was engaged for the winter term. 

In Division No. 4, Miss Perkins, of Exeter, taught the spring and 
fall terms, and was then obliged to resign on account of ill health 
and the winter term was taught by Miss Weeks, of Exeter. 

By these changes, it has been necessary to fill the places of some 
of the best teachers it has been the good fortune of the town to 
possess ; with whose superior work, acknowledged ability and char- 
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acter you are well acquainted, and which need no word of praise 
from me or anyone. 

But we have also been fortunate in securing thorough and capa- 
ble teachers in their places, who it is hoped may be induced to re- 
main with us; certainly no change is recommended by your com- 
mittee. 

No complaint has been made against any teacher or pupil during 
the year, and the interest and good feeling existing between parents, 
teachers and scholars have rendered our visits to the schoolrooms 
pleasant and interesting, and we think the advancement of the 
pupils in the different schools has been all that we could reasonably 
Expect. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The result of the free text-book system in our town, after a trial 
of three years, serves to confirm our previous impressions of its 
great value to the schools, and to the credit of the town it may be 
mentioned that we were one of the first rural towns to adopt this 
system which has now become a law of the State. 

Your committee found the schools at the opening of the year well 
supplied with books by the most approved authors, selected with 
care by your former committee, and no change has been made ex- 


cept to introduce Goodrich’s Child’s History, for beginners in that 
study. 


GENERAL REMARKS. | 

There has been in methods of teaching during the last quarter of 
a century, constant improvement, and a still greater change in the 
manner of discipline which shows progress in the right direction. 
There are still to be found, however, “‘some who are willing that the 
children of others should receive corporal punishment.”’ 

We congratulate the people of Stratham, on the increased inter- 
est shown by the parents and friends of the scholars in their more 
frequent visits to the schools, and trust that this interest may be 
continued, as the favorable effect on the pupils is most marked. 

In view of what our schools have accomplished, their value and 


importance, is it not our plain duty to promote their ona by 
liberal appropriations ?
